‘Member for Melbourne 
West, Mr. Alex Knight, has 
blasted the Board of Works over 
effluent being pumped into 


Port Phillip Bay from two drains 
at Altona. 


“T condemn the incompetency of 
the members of the Board of Works,” 
Mr. Knight told -the Legislative 
_Assembly during debate on the En- 
vironment Protection Bill. 


He said effluent entering the Bay from 
the two drains was more toxic than the 
effluent from ‘No. 2 sewerage treatment 
plant at Altona because the “inefficient” 
Board was not carrying out its duties. 


“The discharge from the two drains is 
worse than that emanating from the Cowd- 
eroy Street drain in St. Kilda,’ he said. 

“To avoid the smélls it is necessary to 
purchase the best gas mask available, 

“These two drains are the responsibility 
of the Board of Works but it is doing nothing 
about them.” : . ; 

Mr. Knight said he would probably be 
criticised by the Board because he was once 
a member of it for about three years. 

He advocated reconstituting the Board 
into a five or seven-man commission to im- 
prove its efficiency. , 

During his speech, Mr, Knight also told 
the House of air pollution at Altona. 

“One has to see the smog in Altona to 
‘believe it,” he said. 

He told of an incident in December of a 
huge emission of oil fallout from the oil re- 
finery at Altona. 

“The management
